Diving Suit Impr ovement 

The applicant is the proprietor of the co-pending patent 
application GB0302405.6, which is directed towards the 
provision of a diving suit with at least one layer which includes 
wool. In that application an example of the suit structure is set 
out and reference is made to the provision of a layer" or portions 
of the layer comprising wool or wool with other fibres. 

The aim of the present invention is to further improve and 
increase the information relating to the suit while retaining 
and/or improving the performance of the same. 

The invention relates to the provision of a wool containing layer 
within a suit for use in water, said layer formed of wool on its 
own, or wool with at least one synthetic material. 

When used with the at least one synthetic material, a blend of 
the wool and material is formed. 

One advantage is a gain in strength, due to the addition of the 
selected material. 

Typically the wool blend includes a synthetic yarn in a 
proportion of about 5% to 40% by weight of the overall weight 
of the blend. However, this range should not be interpreted as 
limiting the scope of the application. 

Another feature is to and material to the wool which is at least 
partially elasticated to offer improved elasticity (stretch) to the 
layer and hence the suit. 
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A further feature is that by adding selected synthetic material, 
the cost of the wool containing layer can be reduced by the use 
of material which is cheaper than the wool. 

In all cases the synthetic and/or other natural materials added to 
the- wool are added in such a manner to ensure that the 
performance and advantages of added comfort, improved feel 
and look are maintained along with the inherent advantages of 
using a natural material. 

In a further aspect of the invention there is provided a wetsuit, 
said wetsuit including at least one layer having at least a portion 
formed of a knitted or woven material. 

Typically the knitted or woven material includes a wool and 
synthetic yarn blend. 

In one embodiment the wool used is Merino wool and the 
synthetic yarn is any of the range of yarns available such as 
polyester and the like.
